Gov.  Anderson 
To  Keynote 
Parley 

Hundreds  of  Senior  Citizens 
from  all  parts  of  Montana  are 
expected  to  converge  on  Mis- 
soula, September  17-18,  for  the 
second  annual  Governor's 
Conference  on  Aging. 

The  highlight  of  the  confer- 
ence will  be  the  annual  ban- 
quet, September  17,  at  7  p.m. 
in  Missoula's  Florence  Hotel. 
Governor  Forrest  H.  Anderson 
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Welfare  Clients  Will  Receive  Heat,  Clothing  Aid 

The  second  season  for  a 
special  allowance  to  help  wel- 
fare recipients  meet  such  win- 
ter needs  as  higher  fuel  and 
clothing  bills  was  authorized 
by  the  Welfare  Board. 

State  Welfare  Administra- 
tor Theodore  Carkulis  said  the 
winter  allowance  will  be  put 


into  effect  for  the  six  fall  and 
winter  months  of  October 
through  March. 

A  notice  will  be  enclosed 
with  the  September  checks  ex- 
plaining the  special  allow- 
ance beginning  in  October. 

Ten  dollars  extra  help  will 


be  given  to  the  recipients  of 
old  age  assistance,  aid  to  dis- 
abled and  aid  to  the  blind. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
Recipients  will  get  $15  for  the 
first  two  children,  plus  five  dol- 
lars for  each  additional  child. 
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Director's  Report 


One  of  the  most  comprehen- 
sive conferences  on  problems 
of  the  aging  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  Older  Americans 
Act  of  1965  was  held  August 
12-14  at  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  Ann  Arbor.  Mon- 
tana was  represented  by  Bar- 
clay Craighead,  chairman, 
and  the  director  of  the  Mon- 
tana Commission  on  Aging. 
Forty-nine  other  states  sent 
delegates. 

The  conference  was  spon- 
sored by  the  University  of 
Michigan  Institute  of  Geronto- 
logy, Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  and 
the  state  of  Michigan.  Cere- 
monies marking  the  35th  an- 
niversary of  the  Social  Secur- 
ity Act  were  held  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  aging  confer- 
ence. 

The  convention  objectives 
were: 

1 .  To  explore  and  define  the 
roles  for  America's  older  peo- 
ple. 

2.  To  identify  major  issues 
on  aging  to  be  resolved  during 
the  70s. 

3.  To  examine  the  present 
financial  position  of  older 
Americans  and  prospects  for 
the  future. 

4.  To  discuss  mechanisms 
for  creating  social  change  on 
behalf  of  the  aging. 


There  was  a  consensus  that 
the  well-being  of  millions  of 
elderly  Americans  depends  on 
rapid  expansion  of  social  wel- 
fare programs  by  the  Federal 
government. 

John  B.  Martin,  Washington, 
D.C.,  U.S.  Commissioner  on 
Aging,  discussed  the  1971 
White  House  Conference  on 
Aging  as  a  mechanism  for  so- 
cial change. 

"Vital  social  changes  for  the 
aging  can  be  accomplished 
through  the  White  House  Con- 
ference," Mr.  Martin  said. 
"The  success  or  failure  of  the 
aging  programs  in  the  United 
States  will  depend  largely 
upon  the  support  of  the  sev- 
eral states.  We  are  hopeful 
that  when  the  conference  is 
held  in  the  national  capital 
that  each  state  will  have  pre- 
pared a  comprehensive  plan 
for  improving  conditions 
among  the  elderly  in  their  re- 
spective areas." 

Robert  M.  Ball,  Washington, 
D.C.,  Commissioner  of  Social 
Security,  in  his  address  com- 
memorating the  establishment 
of  the  Social  Security  program 
said  that  his  agency  is  work- 
ing for  expansion  of  services. 

It  was  generally  agreed  by 
the  conferees  that  the  greatest 
hardship  on  older  persons  is 
the  fact  that  a  vast  majority  of 


them  are  poor  and  that  they 
do  not  benefit  from  our  huge 
gross  national  product.  It  also 
was  pointed  out  that  the  Sen- 
ior Citizens  receive  far  below 
their  fair  share  of  the  nation's 
resources  and  have  little  hope 
for  improving  their  own  condi- 
tions. In  short,  they  need 
money. 

Substantial  support  was 
voiced  at  the  conference  for 
an  adeguate  basic  guaran- 
teed annual  income  as  a  right 
of  entitlement.  This  should  be 
an  amount  sufficient  not  just 
for  survival  but  for  living  de- 
cently without  harassment 
and  worry. 

It  was  characterized  as  de- 
plorable that  older  people 
more  than  any  other  age 
group  are  trapped  in  deterior- 
ating, substandard  and  inap- 
propriate housing  which  is 
hazardous  to  health,  under- 
mines self  management,  and 
also  leads  to  premature,  un- 
necessary and  costly  institu- 
tionalization.

She  replaces  Mrs.  For- 
rest C.  Rockwood  who  has  re- 
signed. 


Glenn  E.  Carney  was  born 
in  Butte.  Mr.  Carney  attended 
school  in  Butte  and  California 
and  also  took  a  course  in  ac- 
counting from  the  Reed  Busi- 
ness School  in  Los  Angeles. 

His  first  employment  by  The 
Anaconda  Company  was  in 
1916  when  he  became  an  oil- 
er at  the  St.  Lawrence  mine. 
He  later  w  a  s  an  electrician's 
helper  at  the  Mountain  Con 
mine  electric  shop.  After  a 
stay  in  California  he  returned 
to  Butte  and  worked  as  a  shov- 
eler  underground  at  the  Moun- 


tain Con.  Later  he  again  work- 
ed in  California  but  in  1925  re- 
turned to  Butte  as  a  timekeep- 
er in  the  mines. 

He  then  became  health  in- 
spector for  Silver  Bow  County 
and  an  inspector  and  store 
manager  for  the  Montana 
State  Liquor  Control  Board.  He 
also  was  assistant  to  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  25th  Montana  Leg- 
islative Assembly. 

In  1941  he  returned  to  The 
Anaconda  Company  in  the  in- 
surance department,  then  as 
chief  clerk  of  the  company's 
identification  department,  and 
then  associate  director  of  pub 
lie  relations. 

Carney  was  a  member  of 
the  Montana  delegation  to  the 
Democratic  National  Conven- 
tions of  1940  and  1960,  and  at- 
tended several  others  as  a 
guest.

Transportation  Experts  Study  Elderly  Fares 


Evanston,  111.  —  Transporta- 
tion experts  will  devise  new 
ways  of  pinpointing  what  hap- 
pens to  local  transit  systems 
as  a  result  of  lower  fares  for 
special  groups  such  as  elderly 
citizens,  under  a  Federal 
grant. 

The  experts  will  seek  infor- 
mation on  such  guestions  as: 
Do  reduced  fares  affect  how 
often  senior  citizens  use  tran- 
sit system?  What  is  the  effect 
on  other  riders?  Are  route 
changes  necessary?  Can  ve- 


hicles and  drivers  be  used 
more  efficiently?  Edward  K. 
Morlock,  associate  professor  of 
civil  engineering  at  Northwest- 
ern, is  project  director. 

His  group  will  develop 
model  approaches  for  meas- 
uring and  forecasting  the  ef- 
fects of  lower  fares  on  the  in- 
come and  operations  of  trans- 
it companies. 

The  models  will  be  incor- 
porated into  a  manual  which 
government  officials  and  tran- 
sit system  operators  through- 


out the  country  can  use  in 
planning  and  evaluating  their 
transit  facilities. 

The  Transportation  Center 
at  Northwestern  University 
will  conduct  the  6-month,  $18,- 
000  project  being  jointly  sup- 
ported by  the  Social  and  Re- 
habilitation Service's  Admin- 
istration on  Aging  and  the  De- 
partment of  Transportation's 
Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Administration.

"Last  season  the  program 
seemed  to  be  well  received," 
Carkulis  said.  "There  were  no 
problems.  We  believe  it  is 
worthwhile,  so  we're  going  to 
try  it  again." 

He  told  the  welfare  board  of 
an  amendment  introduced  by 
himself,  Sen.  Mike  Mansfield, 
Sen.  Lee  Metcalf,  D-Mont.,  and 
other  senators,  including  Re- 
publican Barry  Goldwater  of 
Arizona. 

This  amendment  to  the 
House-passed  bill  overhauling 
the  nation's  welfare  system 
would  require  that  any  public 
assistance  to  Indians  and  Es- 


kimos be  handled  entirely 
with  federal  funds. 

"This  is  important  to  Mon- 
tana because  it  could  mean  a 
saving  of  as  much  as  $1  mil- 
lion a  year  to  the  state  under 
existing  programs,"  Carkulis 
said. 

He  reported  that  a  total  of 
4,383  families  received  aid  for 
dependent  children  last 
month,  an  increase  of  1,229 
families  from  July  1969. 

This  July  ADC  payments  to 
11,601  children  and  31,916  elig- 
ible adult  relatives  totaled 
$612,773,  an  average  of  $39.39 
a  person.  This  compares  with 
total  ADC  payments  of  $437,- 
009  in  the  comparable  month 
last  year  when  the  average 
was  $37.45  a  person.

He  was  at  one  time  a  health 
inspector  for  Silver  Bow  Coun- 
ty and  was  assistant  to  the 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  25th  Mon- 
tana Legislative  Assembly. 


Montana's  1969  Legislative 
Assembly  passed  a  joint  reso- 
lution honoring  Mr.  Carney  on 
his  retirement. 

Mrs.  D.  Gordon  Rognlien 
was  born  and  raised  in  Cha- 
teau and  later  attended  Cor- 
nell College  in  Mount  Vernon, 
Iowa,  where  she  received  her 
BA  degree.  She  attended  sum- 
mer schools  at  both  the  Uni- 
versity of  Montana  and  the 
University  of  Washington.  Her 
teaching  career  has  been  in 
Shelby  and  Kalispell.
